Then the mixture of cork and | 


pulverized bark goes through a 
screening _process;—and then an- 
other pulverizing process in a re- 
volving drum where the last 
vestiges of bark are pounded off 
the cork. The result can be 
pressed into sheets for the insu- 
lating jobs.

A man named Stephen Williams 
made a record trip 
made by Trevithick. He spoke o 
“Captain Dick,” meaning Richard 
Trevithick. Here is part of what 
Williams wrote
